Precisely such a Consecra- 
tion is prescribed in what is 
commonly known as the Mes- 
sage of Fatima 

The Message of Fatima 
was authenticated by God 
through His spectacular pub- 
lic miracle, witnessed by 
70,000 people. It was reported 
in newspapers around the 
world, including the New York 
Times. Warner Brothers even 
made a movie based on the 
events at Fatima called The 
Miracle of Our Lady of Fatima 

‘Among the apparitionsap- 
proved by the Catholic Church 
are the appearances of the Vir- 
gin Mary at Fatima, Portugal 
from May-October’ in. 1917. 
Pope Benedict XVI refers to 
them as the “mast prophetic 
revelations of the 20th Cen: 
tury 

Even many non-Catholics 
are aware that the Message of 
Fatima was approved by the 
Catholic Church as worthy of 
belief 

The Church's approval is 


given only after thorough in: 
vestigation, and only if there is 
compelling evidence of au: 
thenticity. 

It was during these ap- 

sarances. that the Virgin 

ry confided the Message of 
Fatima to three children, Lucia 
dos Santos and her two cous- 
ins Jacinta and Francisco 
Marto. Sister Lucia died on 
February 13, 2005, Her two 
‘cousins, Jacinta and Francisco, 
died in 1919 and 1920 shortly 
after the apparitions — pre- 
‘cisely as predicted in the appa- 
ritions themselves.

God does not waste mira- 
les. Throughout salvation his- 
tory — from Joshua, (o Moses, 
to the twelve Apostles, to the 
saints of the Catholic Church 
down through the centuries — 
Go has granted miracles for 
fone overriding purpose: to 
serve as a divine credential for 
2 witness who invokes the

then associates an authenti 
miracle with the testimony of 
that witness, we know for cer- 
tain that the witness is worthy 
‘of belief.

God Does Not Waste 

Miracles 

No, God does not waste 
miracles, Much less does God 
waste a. public miracle wit 
essed by 70,000 people, be- 
Fevers "and. non-believers 
alike, which occurred at pre- 
Cisely the moment predicted 
thee months earler by three 
witnesses whose testimony 
had been doubted: Lucia dos 
Santos (known to the world as 
Lucy) and her cousit 
‘seo and Jacinta Marto 

‘On Octobwr 13, 1917, in a 


humble field known as the 
Cova da Iria in Fatima, some 
70,000 people assembied 10 
‘await the happening of a mira- 
cle. This initself is astounding. 
Never before in salvation his- 
{ory had! a visionary predicted 
thrve months in advance that a 
public miracle would occu at 

precise time and place. 
Never beforw had such & var 
crowd assembled to witness 8 
predicted public miracle. Yet 
that is exactly what happened 
on this day. 

Why this day? Because Lu- 
cia dos Santos and her cousins 
Francisco and Jacinta had been 
reeviving apparitions from “the 
Lady” on the thirteenth of each 
month since the previous May.

ened oF bumished bronze, 
oating about in the cont 
‘gration, now raised into the 
‘ir by the flames that issued 
from within themselves to- 
gether with great clouds of 

ke. now fling back on 
every side like sparks in 
Fuge fires, without weight 
for equilibrium, ami shrieks 
and groans of pain and de- 
spait, which horrified us 
‘and made us tremble with 
fear. (It must have been this, 
sight which caused me to 
‘ry out, as people say they 


heard me.) The - demons 
‘could be distinguished {from 
the souls of the damned] by 
thelr terrifying and repellent 
likeness to frightful and un- 
Known animals, black 
transparent like buming 
coals. This vision lasted but 
a instany, How can we ever 
ateful enough to our 
Wind heavenly Nother, Who 
hhad already prepared us by 
promising, in the first appa 
ition, to Take us to Heaven. 
Otherwise I think we would 
have died of fear and ter 
ror 
Having. shown the chil- 
dren the fate of the damned, 
which is considered the first 
rt of the Great Secret of 
Fatima, the Lady chen con: 
fided to the children the sec- 
fond part 
‘The Second Part 
‘of the Secret 
vee neyene, including mem 
bers of the Vatican apparatus, 
agree that the second part of 
the Secret, as recorded in Sister 
Lucy’s diaries i as follows: 
“You have seen hell 
where the souls of poor sin- 
nets go. To save them, God 
Wishes to establish in the 
‘world devotion to My Im- 
maculate Heart, what Isa 
to you is done, many sou 
wil be saved and there will 
be peace. The waris going to 
end; but if people do not 


cease offending God, a 
worse one will break out 
during the reign of Pius XI 
When you see a night illu- 
mined by an unknown light, 
know that this is the great 
sign given you by God that 
He is about to punish the 
world ‘for its crimes. by 
seans of wa, famine, and 

secutions “against. the 
Ghorch and. against the 
Holy Father. 

“To. prevent this, 1 shall 
come t0 ask for the Conse- 
ration of Russia to My Im- 
macilte, Hear and the 

“ommunion. of Reparation 
fon the First Saturdays. If My 

vests are heeded, Russia 

ill be converted, and there 
willbe peace; if not, she will 
spread her errors through- 
‘out the world, causing wars 
and persecutions against the 
Church. The good will be 
martyred, the Holy Father 
will have much to suffer, 
various nations will be anni- 
hilated. In the end, My Im- 
maculae Heart will 
triumph. The Holy Father 
will consecrate Russia to 
Me, and she will be con- 
verted, and a period of 
peace will be granted to the 
World. In Portugal the 
dogma of the Faith will al- 
‘ways be preserved etc. Do 
hot tell thls to. anybody

Russia will be converted to 
the Catholic faith. 

+ If this is done, many souls 
prllbe saved and there will 

+ IF itis not done, Russia will 

read itserrors throughout 
world, There will be 
wars, famine, tions 
against. the Church. and 
martyrdom ofthe good. The 
Holy Father will have much 
to suffer. And if Our Lady's 
tsare still not 
then various nations wil be

Saturdays Devotion 
The Church has also 

adopted the Firyt Saturday de- 

votion of the Communion of 

Reparation, which the Lady 

explained thusly: “I promise to 

‘come atthe hour of death, with 

all the graces necessary for sal- 

vation, to those souls who on 
the First Saturday of five con- 
secutive months shall: confess 
and receive Holy Commu- 
rion, recite five decades of the 


Holy Rosary, and keep Me 
‘company for fifteen. minutes 
‘while meditating on the fifteen 
mysteries of the Rosary, with 
the intention of making repa- 
ration to Me.” 
The Third Secret 

We pause here to note in 
passing (for discussion in a 
Separate booklet) the curious 
phrase at the end of the frst 
two parts of the Secret: “In 
Portugal the dogma of the 


Sister Lucy's fourth memoir of 
the appanitions. It clearly in- 
troduces a heavenly predic~ 
tion, containing further words 
‘of Our Lady not yet published, 
‘bout the state of adherence to 
‘Catholic dogma in the Church 
at large, distinguished from 
Portugal in particular, where 
the dogma ofthe Faith wil a

Taandig sana, te oes 
vation about adherence to 
Catholic dogma in Portugal 
appears gratuitous and quite 
Sle forthe phrase does 
‘ot at all follow logically from 
the first two parts ofthe Secret. 
Every recognized Fati 
scholar concluded trom this 
that the phrase 
tageniepote ial parte ike 
‘Secret — what has come to be 
Known simply as the Third Se- 
‘ret of Fatima, 


Sister Lucy was so terrified 
by the contents of the Third Se 
cret that even after she was 
formally ordered by her 
bishop to write it down in Oc- 
tober of 1943, she could not 
bring herself to do so despite 
two months of struggling each 
day to comply, until the subse- 
quent apparition on January 2, 
1944 in which Our Lady as- 
sured her that it ought to be 
done. In consigning the text of 
the Third Secret to the bishop 
of Fatima in a sealed envelope 
Sister Lucy made him promise 
to reveal it to the world at her 
death or in 1960), whichever 
came first — but in no event 
later than 1960, Why 1960? As 
she would later attest, Our 
Lady wished it so because the 
Secret would “be clearer” 
(ais claro) then, 

To this day, the Vatican 
has never revealed the words 
of the Virgin which clearly fal: 
low "In Portugal the dogma of 
the Faith will always be pre- 
served ete.” The “ete.” remains 
a secret. This act of conceal: 
‘ment is part and parcel of the 
campaign by certain Catholic 
churchmen to bury the Fatima 
Message. [For proof that the 
whole Third Secret is not yet 
released (as of March 2008) read 
the book, The Secret Still Hidden.

The Miraculous 
Confirmation 

Having received from 
Heaven itself a message with 
obviously profound “impor 
tance for the Church and al 
hhumanity, Lucy knew that she 
and her cousins needed a di= 
vine credential if they were to 
be believed. During the appa 
Fition on July 13, Sister Lucy 
asked the Lady “to tellus who 
Youare, and to workamirade, 
so that everybody will believe 
that You are appearing to us.” 
And the Lady replied: "Con- 
tinue to come here every 
month. In October T will tel 
You who Lam and what | want, 
and 1 will perform a miracle 
forall to see and believe."* The 
Lady repeated this promise in 
farther ‘apparitions to Lucy 
and the other seers in August 
and again, atthe Cova, on Sep- 
tember 13 

‘And 80 the people had as- 
sembled in a. great crowd at 
the Cova on October 13, The 
apparition began precisely at 
the hour predicted — noon so 
lar time, ‘or 1:30 pam. by the 
clock in Portugal when the 
sun was at its highest point in 
the sky. Lucy suddenly tells 
the people in the crowed to shut 
their umbrellas én the midst of 
a drenching rain which has 
turned the Cova into a sea of 
mud She then goes into an e 
Slasy, and the Lady, appearing 
again, frst tells Lucy what She

In the small village of 
Alburitel, situated about ten 
miles from Fatima, the whole 
town was able to enjoy the vie 
sion of the solar prodigy. The 
testimony frequently quoted is.

But what he relates having 
seen, all the villagers, ques:

Shortly after 
the 1931 Consecration, a Cath- 
colic leader in Portugal as- 
ended to power, Antonio 
Salazar, who inaugurated a 
Catholic, counter-revolution- 
ary program.
